Kente’s jailing 

The most prestigious honor that the 
theatrical profession can confer 
actor our country the annual Tony 
Award for the best acting the season. 
last year’s ceremonies this tribute 
was, for the first time ever, bestowed 
jointly upon John Kani and Winston 
Ntshona. These are the South African 
black men who collaborated with 
white compatriot, Athol Fugard, 
writing the plays Sizwe Banzi Dead 
and The Island and who performed 
them great acclaim Britain and the 
United States. 

The two plays spring from the op- 
pressive treatment the black majority 
the ruling minority South Africa. 
Some months ago, Sizwe Banzi was for- 
bidden played its home turf for 
time. The ban was later lifted, but 
when its creators performed the drama 
the city Butterworth October, 
the police arrested the two men and put 
them separate jails (Kani, reportedly, 
the town and Ntshona 
Elliotdale). 

Six Boston theater critics issued 
statement protest, which was widely 
printed and circulated throughout the 
country; two dozen theatrical groups 
and unions soon joined forces make 
known their own displeasure. 
result, the pair were eventually released 
from jail. letter the London 
Times (Nov. 11), playwright Fugard 
stated that authorities here 
South Africa are sensitive never 
before protests and adverse publicity 
abroad,” and added, not have the 
slightest doubt that these protests 
secured the release two friends.” 

There remains, however, third 


theatrical luminary among black South 
Africans who has not been lucky: 
playwright and director Gibson Kente. 
Although has visited the United 
States several times, not well 
known here, but home 
celebrated Kani and Ntshona. Accor- 
ding reports published the Chris- 
tian Institute South Africa and the 
New York Times, Kente was arrested 
September while interviewing children 
for roles film version his musical 
How Long? was put prison near- 
Kingwilliamstown; and, hun- 
dreds other arrests since last June, 
official reason has been announced nor 
any charges lodged. 

Columnist Anthony Lewis the New 
York Times talked with Kente South 
Africa last year and while there saw 
stage production How Long? Lewis 
reported: “In the simplest terms 
tragedy and faith expressed the year- 
nings South African blacks for such 
things the chance for education, 
the right own home, equality before 
the law His play was call 
hatred bloodshed; was collection 
old-fashioned, almost religious ser- 
timents and tunes.” Lewis added 
Kente utterly unrevolutionary 
figure.” 

Obviously Kente’s manner far 
tamer than that Kani and Ntshona, 
his voice has been silenced. Despite 
repeated inquiries directed through 
South Africa’s embassy Washington; 
the government Pretoria has refused 
comment Kente’s case. can only 
assume (as does our State Department) 
that Kente still continues languish 
prison. 

Meanwhile, South Africa’s am- 
bassador the United States, in- 
terview with the Boston Globe (Nov. 
14), concluded his answers claiming:

defendant charged with the same 
bombings, FBI agents Boston are 
expressing confidence that litigation 
District Court Portland, Maine, 
will clean the Bureau’s books all the 
bombings claimed since last May 
the so-called Hampton Unit the 
Peoples’ Forces the New World.” 
According Boston FBI agent John 
Morris, the FBI has, the basis 
testimony furnished another 
defendant, Joseph Aceto, already gotten 
convictions the other two Hampton- 
linked explosions. 

Aceto, who was apprehended the 
FBI over the July weekend and then 
charged with the five Hampton Unit 
explosions and several others, agreed 
government witness shortly after 
his capture. Described agent Morris 
person with “connections” both 
the Hampton Unit and similar New 
England group, the Sam Melville- 
Jonathan Jackson Unit, Aceto will 
the chief witness against Picariello. 
has already testified against another 
defendant, Edward Carlson. late 
September, Carlson was found guilty 
the two Hampton-connected bombings 
which Picariello not implicated (the 
Central Maine Power Company 
Augusta May 11, and the Eastern

Aceto, whom the FBI has kept 
undisclosed site (presumably some 
federal penal facility), will not 
sentenced until after has testified 
against both Picariello and Gullion. 

Presumably, this would have ended 
Aceto’s role state witness, but FBI 
agents are now hinting that they may 
also use Aceto future trials relating 
the yet “unsolved” Melville-Jackson 
bombings.

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How White pushed charter reform

All this muscle flexing took 
place Monday. Tuesday, 
after the mayor had been 
granted most the proposals 
was after, the council reversed it- 
self virtually all Monday’s 
critical votes .(including the 
transfer prohibition). one 20- 
minute period beginning shortly 
after p.m. Tuesday, the coun- 
cil voted change its member- 
ship from nine 13; change 
the next mayoral-council elec- 
tion 1978; and add two 
years council terms. Each vote 
represented flip-flop from 
Monday; each was accom-

KINGSTON, Jamaica 
Jamaica experienced the trau- 
matic coming together vari- 
ous worlds December one 
cultural and another political, 
one English-speaking and 
another Spanish-speaking. 

Internationally acclaimed reg- 
gae singer Bob Marley (of 
Wailers’ fame) left his hospital 
bed, where was sent ter- 
rorist’s bullet two days earlier, 
sing for 60,000. The occasion was 
free concert sponsored Ja- 
maica’s socialist prime minis- 
ter, scheduled days before the 
national elections. 

Marley faced the enthusiastic 
crowd with his wife and mana- 
ger all three victims 
attack seven thugs their 
home and defied the mount- 
ing fear and panic this 
land will never give 
the fight!” 
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The gathering broke out ap- 
proval, shouting and 
manners,” slogans 
Prime Minister Michael Man- 
ley’s Peoples National Party 
(PNP). Manners” comes 
from popular reggae tune and 
defined Prime Minister 
Manley “socialist discipline 
and justice.” During six months 
state emergency, heavy 
manners have been applied 
hundreds terrorists, including 
slightly more than 200 currently 
detained special prison.

The popular people’s culture 
Jamaica and the Cuban Revo- 
lution stood face face 
Kingston December em- 
bracing each other with their 
mutual accomplishments, re- 
spect and dignity. matter 
years, Cuba has become the 
most technologically advanced 
nation the Caribbean and 
now aiding her neighbors with 
various forms economic, 
technical, and scientific collab- 
oration. Jamaica, the Cubans 
have built micro-dams and low- 
income housing and have lent 
doctors improve medical care 
among the island’s poor. 

Jamaica and Cuba share 
heritage slavery, the planta- 
tion system and colonialism 
one British, the other Spanish. 
But Jamaica’s Foreign Min- 
ister Dudley Thompson said 
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interview discussing Cuba 
and Jamaica with this writer, “If 
you’re fish being fried, does 
not matter what sort oil you 
are fried coconut, corn 
whatever. You just don’t want 
fried.” 

The Cuban and Jamaican 
people both emerged from the 
basic frying experience the 
Caribbean Africans brought 
the Americas Europeans 
and enslaved. Jamaica, Cuba 
and the entire Caribbean are 
microcosm the Third World, 
with diverse languages, cul- 
tures, races and peoples. Yet be- 
neath these differences, there 
fundamental unity rooted 
common suffering and exploita- 
tion. 

Ten days following Marley’s 
concert and the school’s inaug- 
uration, percent Jamaica’s 
voting population 800,000 
went the polls and gave 
overwhelming victory 
cratic socialism.” This ideology 
was advanced Manley’s 
Peoples National Party (PNP), 
which trounced its reactionary 
opposition, the Jamaican Labor 
Party (JLP), winning 
the seats. 
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The reactionaries had tried 
virtually everything stop the 
PNP from winning another five 
years government. Hundreds 
people were killed this is- 
land two million inhabitants 
months political violence. 
Fear and panic had gripped the 
once relaxed population. 

The JLP utilized some the 
crudest anti-Communist propa- 
ganda since Joseph McCarthy 
and Richard Nixon. business- 
man’s party, the JLP organized 
sort sabotage encourag- 
ing the flight capital and 
skilled professionals and the 
closing factories maximize 
unemployment and The 
PNP accused them being un- 
patriotic, treasonous even, 
such poor underdeveloped 
country which needs all its re- 
sources. 

Faced with such assault, 
the PNP organized mass edu- 
cational campaign which swept 
the island, reaching into its most 
obscure rural corners. For ex- 
ample, following the govern- 
ment-sponsored visit ex-CIA 
agent Phillip Agee and his nam- 
ing nine CIA agents operating 
Jamaica, the CIA became 
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household word here. (Agee was 
subsequently expelled from Eng- 
land, where had been living 
exile.)

The inescapable semi-nude 
publicity photo for Star 
Born Kris Kristofferson 
wrenching 
head back, exposing her long, 
supple neck while she reaches 
greedily for his chest per- 
fectly accurate expression this 
movie’s lurid, kitsch-ridden soul. 
embarrassingly familiar fable 
show-biz heartbreak, full 
glitzy cliches (the smiling- 
through-tears tradition), Star at- 
tempts breathe new life into 
old formula with frank, 
“gutsy” approach sex, but its 
eroticism never rises above syn- 
thetic commercial funkiness. 
one point Streisand slaps Kris- 
tofferson across the face, bites 
his lip, digs her nails into his 
back, and actually moans, 
hate, hate love 
you.” 

And yet despite the tinsel and 
few scenes awful you want 
crawl under the seat, Star 
Born has moments brute 
power. It’s high-voltage trash, 


the sort messy, overripe story 
success and misery that Holly- 
wood used turn out all the 
time and that recently (except 
for Lady Sings the Blues) has 
been abandoned. This plot alone 
has been produced four times. 
the earlier versions, far the 
best was George Cukor’s 1954 ef- 
fort with James Mason Nor- 
man Maine, the declining movie 
star, and Judy Garland Esther 
Blodgett, the fresh young girl 
with talent and guts who falls 
love with him. Leaving aside 
Garland’s devastating musical 


numbers, this was 


tremulously anguished movie, 
with the two characters trying 
desperately not hurt each 
other but causing terrible pain 
nonetheless. its climactic 
scene, Mason stumbles drunk 
and noisy while Garland re- 
ceiving the Academy Award; 
she tries calm him down, 
accidentally hits her (which she 
immediately your 
heart really does break for them. 
Despite all the pain, the movie 
insisted their loyalty one 
another and their essential in- 
nocence and goodness.

But not this time. Now the 


milieu the Los Angeles rock 
scene, rather 
Hollywood, and the tone 
raunchy, antagonistic, 
this version’s climactic scene, 
when Kristofferson stumbles 
during the Grammy Awards, 
Streisand more upset the 
way he’s making her look bad 
than what he’s doing him- 
self.

isn’t the real thing. Yet the num- 
bers have been written with tre- 
mendous commercial shrewd- 
ness, and she performs them

shots are all Streisand posing. 
Occasionally, the midst this 
shabby megalomania, one can 
see Pierson doing few things 
rather well. The scenes rock- 
concert hysteria, beautifully 
lighted and shot the master- 
ful Robert Surtees, are scary and 
convincingly chaotic, yet just 
clear enough for follow the 
action considerable achieve- 
ment. 

These scenes are not mere ex- 
citement. but central the 
movie’s conception star’s life 
one long, gallant sacrifice 
public greed. One wonders how 
much this stuff the con- 
stant cameras and

Entertainment, 1976? This sea- 
son, prime nominee for one- 
way ticket oblivion Silver 
Streak, compendium cliches 
from old train films (especially 
Hitchcock’s The Lady Van- 
ishes, Strangers Train, and 
North Northwest) that 
moribund the railroads them- 
selves. Flacks don’t know what 
ture? adventure romance? 
comedy adventure? because 
tries all these things 
once. Gene Wilder supposed 
provide the comedy milque- 
toast publisher riding the rails 
Chicago get little rest. His 
pullman adjoins Jill Clay- 
burgh’s (she provides the ro- 
mance), nontyping secretary 
(she “gives good phone”) for 
distinguished art professor work- 
ing important book about 
Rembrandt. Just Gene and 
Jill are about each 
other with windy exchange 
sweet nothings, the professor’s 
corpse flies by, and Wilder turns 
sleuth faster can say 
Nicol Williamson. turns out 
that the professor’s book would 
have exposed distinguished art 
forger Patrick McGoohan, whose 
ruthless villainy here about 
believable Jessica Lange’s 
liaison dangereuse with Kong. 
That’s the action-adventure- 
thriller part. 

Some critics have found this 
plotline baffling, but it’s really 
not. suspect that many be- 
came stupefied the ponder- 
ous pace the direction (by the 
persistently mediocre Arthur 
Hiller) that they tuned out dur- 
ing moments explication. 
Colin (Harold and Maude) Hig- 
gins’s screenplay doesn’t help: 
every time Wilder begins fig- 
ure things out, gets bumped 
off the train and must under- 
take all sorts dreary ruses 
sneak back on. the film’s most 
tasteless sequence, farm 
woman forces him milk cow 
exchange for plane ride 
the nearest town. Once the 
air, she decides “buzz” some 
sheep, and Hiller expects 
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share her glee the fright- 
ened flock stampedes. After 
much suffocatingly familiar non- 
sense thug disguised the 
professor, mysterious gunfire 
the train passes through tun- 
nel, and final runaway train se- 
quence the engine hurtles (if 
something can “hurtle” dis- 
aster-movie style slow motion) 
through Chicago’s train station, 
scattering frightened bystand- 
ers like sheep (Hiller has pen- 
chant for this sort thing). But 
one hurt, haven’t met 
any the characters the ter- 
minal anyway, cares 
about property damage? The 
crash, like everything else Sil- 
ver Streak, there because 
Hollywood has trained ex- 
pect it. Hiller and Higgins want 
march out the theater 
beaming, “This has every- 
thing. Comedy, romance, mur- 
der, and pretty crash 
the end.” 

But what Silver Streak doesn’t 
have style, commitment, 
feeling. It’s not that it’s jumbled 
sloppy, it’s just rather list- 
less.
